Plans Mixed Commission. 

Premier Mussolinis proposals pro- 
vide for a mixed commission, halt 
Italians and half Fiumians, to admin- 
ister the city and port, but with a 
joker clause providing that this com- 
mission confide the political relations 
and control of the city to the Italian 
government. Then, while recognizing 
the ports of Baross and Delta under 
Jugo-Slav sovereignty, he provides 
that they remain indissolubly joined 
to the city of Fiume for ninety-nine 
years. 

Rome’s action in practically seizing 
Fiume just when the Belgrade gov- 
ernment is torn with the conflicting 
aims of the Croats and Serbs, with M. 
Raditch, Croat leader, in London seek- 
ing foreign support for Crotia to break 
away from Serbia as a separate state, 
it is feared, may produce most seri- 
ous results in Jugo-Slavia.
